Luke 
will compete against their time when 
he arrives. In the shot put, hammer 
throw, discus, role vault, high hur- 
dle and 100 yard dash the university 
is represented by very strong men, 
and would m.ike a creditable showing 
with any university in 
the United 
States.

How many sugh bills are there In exist- 


ence' The Boston Herald gives the following reply: 


1 According to the tables prepared by the United States 


treasury, there were outstanding on January 31, 1902 
United States notes of the \alue of $1,000 each to the 
amount of »26,035,000. 
Of the tieasury notes of 1890. 


$504,000 was outstanding $1,809 bills, $26,000 waa outstand- 
ing In national tank notes in such bills; $46,735.600 In gold I ' 
certificates, and $156,000 in stl\er certificates, making the 
giand total $73,515,500, which would seem to prove that 
there are outstanding, according to the treasury estimates 
on January 31, last, 73,515H $1.000 bills." 


We are further told that the greatest amount of our 


paper money is In $10 bills, which foot upto $440,556,993. 
Thea comes $5 bills, amounting to $349,994,204. The $20 
bills come third aggregating $336,531,563. 


On the other hand, beyond the $1,000 limit, there Is
